President Eisenhower's exchange of letters 


• ¡with Sen. Humphrey on disarmam ent was, in 


effect, a restatem ent of this country 's general 


• policy on the subject. 


Disarm am ent is a desirable goal, so de­ 


sirable that the Eisenhower administration 


has devoted considerable thought and man­ 


power to finding wasy to remove it from the 


realm of the ivory tower to the world of 


reality . 


In making this shift, it is necessary to 
" face up to the fact that there are risks in­ 
volved in even the best disarm am ent sy s­ 
tems. But, as the President emphasized, these 
risks are minor when compared to the risk 
to all civilization in an indefinite continuation 
„ . of the arm s race. 
History has proved repeatedly that an un­ 
checked arm s race inevitably leads to use of 
... the 
arm s, 
seemingly 
therefore 
justify ing 
r* itself. 
It is interesting to note that similar senti­

a> Khrushchev in his current “peace offensive.”

WHAT THEN is the holdupup? If every ­ 
body is in favor of disarm am ent, why has 
there been no treaty ? Why is disarm am ent 
will in the realm of the ivory tower? 
The answer is that while agreem ent on the 
, desirability of disarm am ent is easy , agree­ 
ment on the means to disarm am ent is one 


of the most complex facets of international 
life. 
If distrust did not exist between nations, 
there would be no need to discuss arm s con­ 
trol at all. And it is the very distrust that 
makes disarm am ent so difficult. 
A law banning or controlling arm s is not 
enough, just as a law banning gambling is 
not enough. The law must be backed up with 
enforcement. 
And just as enforcement of gambling laws 
must have the support of the entire com­ 
munity , so enforcement of an arm s ban must 
have the support of the community of nations. 


SO THE path toward disarm am ent points 
more and more toward an international po­ 
lice force that can do the job. No two na­ 
tions, even the two most powerful in the 
world, can be expected to set up an effective 
enforcement a g r e e m e n t bilaterally . The 
agreem ent must be all-embracing, with every 
party to it acting as a check on each other 
and especially on the two most powerful 
among them. 
It does not take a genius to see the diffi­ 
culty of reaching an agreem ent of that m ag­ 
nitude in the United Nations, the vehicle for 
creation of an international police force. 
This i8 what the President was talking 
about when he reminded Sen. Humphrey of 
disarm am ent talks now in progress and those 
planned for the future. So basic is the en­ 
forcement factor to the whole disarm am ent 
issue that it was not necessary for the letter- 
writers even to mention it by name.

THE 
CATHOLIC 
BISHOPS 
in 
their statem ent didn't ask candi­ 
dates to declare themselves on the 
issue nor was any reference at all 
made to party politics. 
Here are the exact words of the 
key sections of the Catholic bis­ 
hops’ statem ent: 
“ The perennial teaching of the 
Catholic Church has distinguished 
artificial birth prevention, which 
is a frustraron of the m arital act, 
from other forms 
of control 
of 
birth which are morally perm issi­ 
ble. 
“ Method alone, however, is not 
the only question involved. Equal­ 
ly important is the sincere and ob­ 
jective examination of the motives 
and intentions of the couples in­ 
volved, in view of the nature of 
the m arriage contract itself. As 
long as due recognition is not giv­ 
en to these fundamental questions, 
there can be no genuine under­ 
standing of them. . . . 
“ United States 
Catholics believe 
that 
the 
promotion of 
artificial 
birth prevention is a morally , hu­ 
manly , psy chologically and poli­ 
tically disastrous approach to the 
population problem. Not only is 
such an approach ineffective in its 
own aims but it spurns the basis 
of the real solution, sustained ef­ 
fort in a sense of human solidarity . 
“Catholics are prepared to dedi- 


cate themselves to this effort,al­ 
ready so promisingly initiated in 
national and international circles. 
"They will not. however, support 
any public assistance, either at 
home or abroad, to promote arti­ 
ficial birth prevention, abortion,or 
sterilization 
whether through di­ 
rect aid or by means of interna­ 
tional organizations.” 


CHURCH BODIES often express 
their views on public questions. 
Not long ago a national Protes­ 
tant group urged that our govern­ 
ment extend diplomatic recognition 
to Red China. 
No Catholic clergy man thereupon 
demanded to know whether the 
candidates being mentioned forthe 
Republican or Democratic nomi­ 
nation felt oound as protestants to 
support such a policy. 
Actually , the statem ent of the 
Catholic 
bishops last week was 
prompted by 
recent 
discussions 
about the need for some kind of 
population control in India and oth­ 
er countries. 
These discussions stemmed in 
part from the publication of a for­ 
m al report 
to President Eisen­ 
hower last July by a committee 
study ing 
our 
mutual 
assistance 
programs. 
The report urged that the Unit­ 
ed States “ assist those countries 
with which it is cooperating in 
economic aid programs, 
on 
re­ 
quest, in the formulation of their 
plans designed to deal with the 
problem 
of 
rapid 
population 
growth.” 
The key phrase is “on request.** 
The United States, moreover, ac­ 
cording to a statem ent just issued 
by the International Cooperation 
Administration, say s the issue is 
“pretty academ ic” and adds: 
“Not one penny of foreign-aid 
funds e \e r has been used for dis­ 
semination of birth control infor­ 
mation and there are no plans to 
do so.” 
Since the church and state are 
separate, it is assumed that an 
honest Catholic or an honest Pro­ 
testant in the White House will de­ 
cide public questions on the basis 
of what is good for the United 
States at home and abroad and as 
the oath of office requires. Sen. 
Kennedy has said this repeatedly . 


AMERICAN CITIZENS including 
churchmen of all denominations, 
have a right to discuss publicly 
any question they please and to 
demand of candidates that they 
state their positions but it would 
be most unfortunate if every can­ 
didate for public office hereafter 
were to be catechised on the basis 
of his church relationships. 
The Constitution proclaims the 
“ law of the land” to be as fol­ 
lows: 
“The senators and representa­ 
tives before mentioned, and the 
members of the several state leg­ 
islatures, and all executive 
and 
judicial officers, both of the Unit­ 
ed States and of the several states, 
shall be bound by oath or affirma- 
tion to support this Constitution 
but no religious test shall ever be 
required as a qualification to 
a ny 
office or public trust under the 
United States.”
